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This  catalooiie  has  been  prepared  in  order  to  present,  in  con- 
venient form,  as  much  as  possible  of  the  data,  which  might  be  con- 
sidered important,  concerning  the  male  attendance  of  the  School  of 
Mines  and  Metallurgy  for  the  first  thirty  years  of  its  history,  and 
the  life  work  of  its  former  students. 

The  earlier  records  of  the  School  are  very  incomplete,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  the  list  of  students  is  a  full  one. 

.This  occasion  is  taken  to  thank  all  those  former  students  who 
have  aided  in  furnishing  the  information  found  in  the  following- 
pages,  and  to  thank  especially  my  colleague.
